Is 
due to the actirity of the Sooletjr for 
the Health of WomaU nd dtaUdreii, 
whOM mathods, the amjt, obuld b« 
follof ad with aucpws la tkia toouatry- 
In « letter of liwnilttal, yiti La- 
throp Mya: I 

"Tho laiaat iborUlity rata of Now 
Zaalaad has been for some timto reoog- 
niaad aa tha lowest of any country In the world, nnd it is stated that recant 
further reductions are due In large meaauro to the activity of ihn society. 

"As an example of its value, tho consul general says that work of the 
aociety has reduced Infant mortality In Dunedlu, a residential city of about 
60,000 InluihltiiiitB, 50 par cant during Ave years, from 1907 to 1912. 

'Ilecause of the absence of adequate birth and death registers In the 
United States, the Infant death rate of this country as a whole Is unknown, 
but some states tend to show that It la at least twtca tha rate In New Zealand, 
which the register general of that country reportod la 1911 to ha 61 par 1.000. 

"New Zaaland, like certain of our atataa, ia a yooag and Tlgoroua oonntry 
with a aeattared population and with no larga elUaa, and thara la avary raaaoa 
to beliara that aiiBllar Toluataar aOort la tbla eouatry would produe* alnilar 
raaulti. 

"Ia Ttow et tha markad and growlat lataraat In the praaerration of Infant 
iMalth la tho saaUar eltlaa and rural oommunltiaa of tha United Stataa, I ba-

In the late '60a Terraaaa went Into 
polltloa and in it found hla real occu- 
pation. Ha Is said to have resembled 
the late Mark Hanna In his appear 
ance nnd manner. He soon became 
Jefe politico, then governor, and un- 
flatterlnK stories are told of his ma- 
nipulation of tbe mint, for Chihuahua 
then coined money. And he then be- 
gan getting together the vaat catote of 
which he was poeaeeeed. 

In 18M he waa the graad aelgaear 
of the diatrlel aad on March S5 with 
his loTlee droTe«ut the aympethlsera 
of Maxlmlllikn. Thia notoble victory 
enabled President Juarei to make chl 
huahua his capital and return from 
what almost amounted to exile on the 
northern frontier. He was so delluliled 
that he Immediately created Terruias 
general. Among other notables who 
served under Temuaa in thia battle 
was Felix Dlas. 

This event marks tbe highest point 
that Terraaaa reached, not In wealth 
indeed, but In the eatimatioa of his 
people. Universally popular, fairly 
worshiped by the people, he was one 
of the great men of the country, and 
oddly enough, was a leader of that 
popular party of which tlie CdnRtlm 
tlonaltst party whl( h has exiled him is 
the descendant. After this period In 
1SS0 conunenced his association with 
his nephew nnd son in law, Enrique 
Creel, half Mexican and half grlngOi 
who In the popular estlmatlea ia tka 
blacker villain of the two. 

Ruben Creel, lather of Henry G. 
Creel, or aa he la better known, En- 
rique C, waa Amerloan consul here and 
remained In the country lie anri Don 
Luis married sisters. Pas Cuilty and 
Caroline Cullty. daughters of a family 
prominent In this locality and now ex- 
tremely wealthy Creel's marriage took 
place In 1852. The connection between 
tbe two families was further Kii iigth- 
ened when the younger Creel married 
one of Terraaaa' daughtere. 

In 1884, after the stormy term of 
Oen. Manuel Qomec as president of the • 
republic, Diaz was elected constitution- i 
ally for the second lime, ami Itninedi- ' 
ately tho centralization of l u-i audi 
the loiiK period of materi.il develop- 
ment of Mexico be^an. As under the 
Diu* rcKlnie governors of states were 
practitally autocrats iii their country. 
As long as they did not displease the 
president It waa eaay for thoTerrasaa* 
Creel combination to take adTfotaga 
of the groyvth of the country. 

They Kuc<e«di'd each other as gov- 
ernor, and wliile Tciraz.TH' Hnibltion In 
pclllicH seen.s to liave stopped tliere 
Creel became minister to Washington 
and. it was said, desired to be'^Dlax's 
successor. But whatever were hla po- 
litical ambitloaa. they Interfered not at 
all with the proeeae of building up a 
great ftortnae. Me la reported to have 
been Car fraai rich when he married 
the daughter of Terraaaa and what hie 



wealth amouate to now la a matter of 

conjecture merely.

In some caaea haoiendaa were bought 
and the contiguous lands claimed un- 
der the title deed.

Again III one chapter (and here 
only) we have before us two of the 
Master's more famous parables, the 
unjust steward and the rich man and 
Lasarus. Both ars parablea of warn- 
ing agaiadt the eoiamoa sIbs of bypoo- 
risy aad glatteay. Lttk* llaka this 
taaaklag with tha araata la ooBneo- 
tloB with oar Lord's ^aaehtag about 
tha iodt tblags^ There la «learly a 
doss connection. The parable of the 
lost things was spoken directly to the 
Pharisees and scribes, that now be- 
fore US to the disciples. The fall 
are of the Pharisees as stewards of 
the things of God, the divine law, 
calls from Jesus, for thoBe gathered 
as his disciples, teaching that will 
prepare them to fulfill perfectly the 
stewardship responslbllitiaS. The story 
is both posttiYS and negative. Is 
direct against ooTotousaaaa, and Its 
mala purpose to us Is how to ass 
BMBay. while wa have it, so that It 
may bring ' us a recompense in the 
eternal world when It Is ^one (v 9). 

Immoral Acts Not Approved. 

I. Ths Unrightseus tlevwaMl, vv. 14. 
Our Lord does aot of course, lataad 
that this steward Is. to ba o«r pattern 
In every respect He is taking a 

"son of the world" (t. S R. V.) and 
showing us that, in the use of money 
entrusted to bis care, he is making 
provision for the future. He Is pre- 
paring himself against the time v.hen 
bis stewardship is taken from bliii 
How much mors shall a "son of the 
light" be shrewd, so to use the money 
entrusted to his stewardship, that 
when it is taken from him, ho has 
provided for the future. The record 
does not Imply that Jesus approved of 
the man's Immoral aetlOBa. Ha Is us- 
ing the eiam^ pf aa nprlgbteous 
steward aa a ooatrast to show how 
much Biora la to be expeetad from.Ood 
or godly men, Luke 18:6, 7; 11:M; 
Matt 12:11, 12. Recognising these 
facts, the story Is perfectly simple and 
straightforward. The dishonest "son 
of his uge" bus a wronK nieiliod, 
thouKh his motive from this point of 
view is a wise and prudent one. ^ iuvcr 
iu our modern use of that word. This 
does not condone his fraud, nor does 
mir l..ord commend him. The contrast 
is established In the parable between 
men wholly of their age, and men, 
professedly, at least, sons of light. In 
their dealings with eternal things they 
had not shown the same astuteness 
as the fomer^ Ijuks 18 daala with the 
heartlaaa eoatempt of tha Pharisees 
for thosa who are lost, while the 
parables of this chapter deal with 
Btawardship— faithfulnesa (1 Cor, 6:2), 
and as such should come home to the 
hearts of us all. All we call ours be 
louKs to him, Hag. Vn 50:1012. 

The ueeusation aKaiiist this blevvard 
can bo broiiKlU against many of Gcd's 
stewards. .Some stewards waste in 
sill, in luxury, or by nun use, v. I, cf. 
Luke 15:i;i, l<i:19; 19:20. There 
was a two-fold result (l) he was called 
to an accounting v. 2, and (2) bis 
stewardship was taken from him (v. 
3). Such also is the>pro«peet ot all 
of God's stewards, tor we faust "all 
give an account of himself." Rom. 14: 
12; II Cor. 5:10

I'nrighteous mam- 
mon nieaitH uiuiiey, and to make 
friends by means of the iiianimon ut 
unrlglileoiisneHs" ( U. \' i id so to 
use our money for the Kiidly poor as 
to win their love and that they may 
receive us into the eternal tubernucleii 
to which tliry shall go, see Malt. 

21; 25::'.:{40; li:l9; 1 Tim. 0:1719; 
ProT. 19:17. As has-been said, Jesus 
does not oommead this steward tor bis 
wrong use of his master's monsy, but 
the steward ot Ood has the right to' 
bestow hla Master's goods upon ths 
needy, as that is the very reason they 
have been bestowed upon him — en- 
trusted to his care. Matt 24:46; I 
Pet. 4:10. Our entrance Into the king- 
dom will be more abundant because of 
our liberality with Ciod's money, Matt. 
19:21. This does not piec-lude faith 
but rather, real faith worketh by love, 
Oal. 5:6. .lanfcs 2; IS iH. V.). If 
we are faithful ^^Uh that entrusted to 
our stewardship, Uod will entrust us 
with "the true riches." Our earthly 
riches belong to another (v. 12 K. V.), 
aad we oaBhot aenre "two masters." 
This story moves within the realm ol 
material waalth, a. g., ot m a mmo n. It 
Uluatrates tha higher wisdom ot how 
mammon Is to be used by the stew- 
srds of the kingdom of Ood. Verses 
15 and 16 ot this chapter reveal to us 
our Lord's reason tor such an illustra- 
tion. It wus directed against the cov- 
< touH and false stewurda, the Phari- 
sees, who "scoffed at him because they 
were lovers of money " Wo are to 
use money so as to make friends, not 
friends for this present life, but for 
that lite which lies beyond the grave- 
Btawardship prlaoli^es art always 
tha sams, no snattar what tha aaiount 
■'ha that is uarlghteoua la a Vary little 
la UBrightaoui also in much." This 
argument Is followed by two ques- 
tions. The ShUVPf to the first is that 
no one ever SMllihtta the stewardship 
pf spiritual tM|Pi ta thdse who aie 
unfaithful in mateHsi things. A man 
shows by his fulthfiilnesfl in inaterlal 
ihinRi wh-.>iher he Is to b» etitrusted 
wi'h spiritual siewardsblp. T 
ond «u«wtiou Is aaswered In
